Tbe 
notice of the caucus had not been 
idely circulated, so that the large 
attendance of prominent Western 
leaders was a source of unexpected 
gratification to the Bland managers.

Philadelphia, July 4.— The delega- 
tions from this section of three states 
—Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Del- 
aware—are now on their way to Chi- 
cago, and the party leaders Hre watch- 
ing the delegates like hawks, not 
knowing what minute any one of 
them is likely to throw off the golden 
yoke and declare for free silver. 
Chairman Harrity hopes by the unit 
rule to hold Penusvlvania delegates 
together. 

The spirit of revolt is rampant, and 
the delegates from the rich agricul- 
tural regions of Eastern Pennsylva- 
nia have been called upon by several 
hundred of their fjrmer constituents 
to come out for free silver. Truth- 
fully, the condition of affairs has 
alarmed both the Republicans and 
Democrats, but more especially the 
latter, as the free silver men are like- 
ly to swallow the remnaaU of tbe 
Democracy. 

In Delaware county the free silver 
idea is growing and a free silver nom- 
inee will poll a surprising vote in the 
counties of Delaware, Chester, Lan- 
caster and Montgomery. 

Of the six Delaware delegates one, 
John Saulsbury, is outspoken for free 
silver and two others are ready to 
jump.

In 
a short time the singular manifesta- 
tions were repeated and with more 
violence than before. The house- 
hold was in a state of panic and 
alarm. It became evident that s< 
unseen force was at work, the 
canny demonstrations ceasing only 
when the little fellow would get up 
and leave the bed. 

The next night the bedstead rolled 
and pitched from one side of the room 
to the other, the combined effort of 
three or four stout men being unable 
to hold it in 'place. On Friday night 
the casters were taken off and sev- 
eral chairs propped against it to 
make it steady, but the moment the 
boy stretched himself out on the 
mattress the bedstead connneneed 
quaking and swaying, and finally 
overturned the chairs and swept out 
into the middle of the room.

TEA AND TEA DRINKERS. 

Different 
Put 

The Unitod Strvt^ last year im- 
ported 1 8!), 785. 157 pounds of tea, 
worth 127,302,805, or an average of 
a little less than 15 cents -a pound. 
This is more than twice as much as 
was imported in 1893. It came from 
China, 54,700,393 pounds, worth 
$7,531,534; Japan. 30,941,394 pounds, 
worth $4,001,1" 

pounds, worth $1,485,303; Englai 
3,622,844 pounds, worth $743,9: 
The average value has not changed 
in four years. The consumption Is 
about two pounds and a half per 
capita, against four pounds in Eng- 
land, sixteen pounds in Russia, and 
thirty pounds in China. 

If a .visit is made, to Chinatown the 
groceryman will offer "cheap" tea at 
one dollar a pound, and tell the cus- 
tomer to go to an American store for 
anything cheaper. Ho has in stock 
tea at five dollars a pound, every 
leaf of which is unbroken, rolled up 
by hand, and tied up in tiny bunches 
like bundles of sage in Washingtoi 
market. One of these tranche 
makes one cup of tea. The most ex 
pensh-e tea costs as much as $74 
pound. Such tea is obtained by tali 
ing a large quantity of the very 
finest selections of the crop and em- 
ploying three girls, two to hold a 
long sbarf of raw silk and the other 
to shovel tea onto it. The tea is 
shaken back and forth and 
dumped off the scarf, leaving only 
the tiny, partly opened buds adher- 
ing to the rough surface. These are 
carefully laid uside and constitute 
the high priced tea 

Tea should never be boiled, nor 
should the water for it be boiled un- 
til needed for use, 'when it should be 
poured at once over the leaves and 
then permitted to stand in a warm 
place, four minutes for Ceylon tea 
and five minutes for Indian, Japan, 
and China teas; longer than this 
brings out the bitter taste. The pro- 
portions should he one teaspoonful of 
tea for each d-inker, and th 
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n very successfu 
ridding the orchards and the v 
yards of the state of several insect 
pests by pitting one. destructive in- 
sect against another, California if 
now trying the same principle in her 
rivers. Some of the rivers are al- 
most alive with carp, which are a 
serious nuisance because of their de- 
structiveness to other fish. The 
state fish commissioners have pro 
cured a large number of black bass 
of both the small-mouthed and large 
mouthed varieties, and turned then 
loose in the carp-infestod rivers 
Bass are voracious feeders and garr 
fighters, and it is expected they wil 
destroy great numbers of the carp 
fry and eventually clean out the 
carp.

Patrick Dacey, a hawker, was con- 
victed recently in Dublin of having 
broken into the shop of Charles Ed 
ridge and stolen a quantity of tea aud 
other goods. "Good morning, con 
stable," said Dacey to an officer who 
was on duty in the Whitechapel road 
early on the morning of February 
27. "You aw opening early," said the 
officer, in reply. "Yes," remarked 
Dacey, "we do always on Thursday," 
and continued taking down the shut- 
ters. As the "shopman" had on a 
nice clean apron, and as the prose- 
cutor is a grocer, the constable 
walked away. About eight o'clock, 
however, the manager arriving dis- 
covered that the place had been 
broken into and tea and other prop- 
erty stolen.

Chinese Junks at San Francisco. 



There are a number of 
junks, sailed by Chinese crews, ply- 
ing in the waters about San Fran- 
cisco. They are mostly employed in 
the fishing trade, and their principal 
business is in catching and drying 
shrimps, which are shipped by the 
mail steamers to China. The cus- 
toms authorities have lately seized 
several of the junks for violation of 
the navigation law, which forbids 
any but an American master to com- 
mand a ship engaged in domestic 
trade. It is alleged that the Chinese 
captains commanding the junks put 
up a dummy American in applying 
for a license. 

Chinese Buttons. 

Buttons are the jewelry of China. 
The manufacture was originally in- 
troduced to Canton by foreigners, 
but it has been allowed to pass al 
most entirely into native hands, and 
last year over 500,000 pounds of 
brass buttons Ofere actually exported 
by the Cantonese.

President 
Garfield and faithful Brock might be 
living and happy yet, saved by the ex- 
positions of the Roentgen ray.

Europe's Forest Area. 

The forest area of Europe is much 
larger than most persons in this 
country are aware of. In Russia 
there are 503,000,000 acres of forest, 
or 40 per cent, of the whole; in 
Sweden and Norway, 62.000,000, or 
34 per cent.; in Austria, 45,000,000, 
or 29 per cent. ; in Germany, 34,000,- 
000, or 26 per cent.; in Turkey, 25,- 
000,000, or 22 cent.; in Italy. 14,000,- 
000, or 22 per cent. ; in Switzerland, 
1,700,000, or 18 per cent. ; in Prance, 
22,000,000, or 17 per cent; in Spain, 
8,000,000, or 7 per cent. ; in Great 
Britain, 3,000,000, or 4 per cent 
Even little Denmark has 3 per cent 
of the total area in forest, while 
Greece has nearly 2,000,000 acres, or 
14 per cent, and Holland and Bel- 
gium have each 7. per cent, of 
wooded land.

At Wei Hal 
Wei he urged the commander of the> 
land forces to take measures to pro- 
tect the town from an assault br 
land. At the last moment some 
steps were taken in this direction, 
but they were utterly inefficient, and' 
the slight fortifications which were 
erected fell into the hands of the 
Japanese almost without a struggle. 
The admiral had foreseen the likeli- 
hood of this occurrence and had ad- 
vised that eleCric connections be. 
made between the magazines of these 
forts and headquarters, so that if 
the Japanese took them they could 
be blown up. Ho was severely rep- 
rimanded by Li Hung Chang for this 
suggestion and was even accused of 
treachery. 

Again, Ting, ix-rceiving that two 
of the Chinese forts were in such a 
position as to be of little use to the 
Chinese, but of great use to the 
Japanese should '. hay capture them, 
obtained permission, from Li Hung 
Chang to Tlismar. tie them. The forts 
were torn down and their armament 
removed to Li Rung Tao. Gen. 
Tai, the land commander, was hotly 
indignant at this action, and made 
such representations to Li Hung! 
Chang that the viceroy compelled 
Admiral Ting to restore the fort* 
and degrade him one in rank. The 
day following the restoration the 
Japanese captured the forts and 
turned their guns upon the Chinese 
fleet. It is no wonder that after 
such treatment Admiral Ting 1 
should* commit suicide when Wei, 
Hai Wei fell He well knew that he 
would receive no'thanks for his des- 
perate struggle in the face of the 
intelligence of the enemy and the 
stupidity of his«associates.
